The Belles Stakes. f«»r two-year-old fillies, and 
the wMimrl itmn on the program, proved easy prey 
for the Newi-aslle Slabb‘'s speedy filly. Explosion. 
Evidently favored by the going, she led by a wide 
interval all the way and won pulled np. Fond 
Heart pulled off senmd money for .Mr. Bidmont in a 
gamely contested and close finish with Whip Top. 
The latter has not shown mneh tills year, but may 
lie an imjiroving filly, and is evidently goml in 
heavy going. The favorite Ih'sirons was nnliieky 
and was going fast at the end whi'ii of no avail. 

W<Mnl Clay failed to <-arry off the mneh i-oveted 
M'aldorf Stakes with Nimims. IlighbaH’s brother, 
Ben Fleet, under a vigorous ride by Ni«*ol, won 
all the way. and it fell to the |M>pnlar owner of 
the Oneek Stable to provid<> the dinner that follow .s 
the deidsion of the Waldorf. Faleada came from 
last pla(*e into a rapidly moving seemul, and He- 
knows was third all the way. Nimims made a 
gallant effort t« keep np with Ben Fleet, and was in 
close pursuit of the winner to the stretch, but the 
g(diig was against him and last was bis finish. 

Blue B(Mik. extreme outsider in the lietting. 
intiieted a stunning snrprisi* in the S«*pfemlier Stakes 
wlien in a fast streteii move he ran away from sin-h 
cracks as Foiintainblne. .M<»nt ginnery, Kentucky 
Bean and Fannionok. His perfonnani'e makes him 
ont to be one of the gissl three-year-olds of the 
year, at least when muddy going is the order. 
Montgomery’s race casts a shade over his preten- 
sions to the Annual Champion Stakes next Saturday. 
Fountainblue ran an excidlent race. Kentucky Beau 
is fast but fails to stay. 

Scratching riddled the fifth race, and of nineteen 
entries but seven went to the ]K>st. That excellent 
mud runner. Rye, won in a sharply contested finish 
with Acrobat, old Phil Finch was a fast-coming 
third- The latter was unlucky and considerably 
kniM'ked alKMit in the early rimnlng or he might 
have won. 

With all dangerous op{N>sition removed by scratch- 
ing. V’isn-hees made a runaway affair of the last 
race. Lady Anne was mistakenly made the favorite. 
She is fast at times, but jady and uncertain and 
was not even plaia*d. Chief Hayes finishing second 
and the two-year-old Bounding Elk third, Voorhees 
is an extra ginal horse in mud and was well served 
by the going. 

Big Tim Sullivan. Rye's ow’iier, was carried aw’ay 
by a wild tip on the obscure but beautifully bred 
six-year-old His in the same race. Flis finished 
absolutely last, whilst the Bowery champion ran 
one of the liest races of his womlerful and consist- 
ent career. Big Tim was obliged to treat everybody 
in sight after this. 

Tom Welsh started three toilay, Explosion, Spooner 
and Rye. It was the irony of fate that the de- 
feat»‘d one of the trio, Sp«H>iier, was the only horse 
that was thought gissl enough to carry a big stable 
commission. Fully was wagered on S|M»oner.

London, Eng., September 11. — The St. Leger was 
run at I bun-aster t<Klay in the presence of a great 
assemblage, and was won by Colonel E. >V. Baird’s 
bay colt, W(k» 1 M'Indor. l»y Martagon — St. Windelinc. 
.Major Eustace Liuler’s bay eolt, Balt inglass, by 
Isinglass — Sibola, was second, and the Duke of 
Devonshire's bay eolt, Aeelaini, by Anipliion — Claipie, 
ran third. Eleven started. King Edward viewed 

the race, as also did Orliy’s owner, Richard Croker. 

^Y(HlI \Yinder ran seeond to Orliy in the Derby 
and with tin* latter out of the way his success yes- 
terday was in the line of orderly legitimacy. He 
is a gooii I'olt and among his previous successes 
nuiiil)ers winniug tlie Castle I'late at Warwick, 
Dee Stakes at Chester, Duchess of York l*late at 
Hurst Park, New' Biennial Stakes at .\seot and 
the Lingfield I’late at Lingfield. He w’as a prime 
favorite for the St. l.<eger at 11 to 10 and won over 
a fast track witli fine weather prevailing. An 
American owner would probably have won it thi.s 
year liad not .Mr. ('roker’s Derby winner Orby met 
witli a mishap that will probably terminate his 
racing career. This view' is borne out l»y the vic- 
tory of Wool Winder, as Orhy Isuit him very easily 
in the Derby. Since then Wool Winder lias never 
been lieaten, putting five stakes besides the St. Leger 
to the credit of his owner. Wind Winder was not 
a veiy successful tw'i^-y ear-old iierformer and his 
races tliis year have been won in somewhat slovenly 
fashion, so he did not start at as short a price 
for today’s race as his performances really war- 
ranted, for with Orliy out of tlie way he stood out 
by himself.

With racing effaced 
from the map in Illinois, Mi.ssouri and Tennes- 
so<‘, it is reasonable to conclude that breeders may 
perceive that it is to tlieir interest to fi>ster sucli 
an event in one of the few states where racing still 
flourishes. 

“The experiment of giving overnight handicaps 
and special condition races for purses of ^1,000 or 
more several times each w’eek, i>roved so successful 
ainl popular last winter that it will be continued 
through our next meeting. In fact I would have no 
objection to giving a race of that kind daily, if 
enough really good horses were at the track to in- 
sure their filling satisfactorily. In all we gave 
forty one of such races at our last meeting. 

I had some conversation with George Rose this 
a^fteriusm concerning Los Angeles racing conditions. 
t\t present Ascot I’ark is the only track there that 
is sanctioned and protected hy the Pacific Jockey 
Glnh. If it wins its case now pending before the 
Supreme Court, it will continue in ojieratlon and it 
is pndiable no otlier track in that vicinity will Iw 
sanctioned. I told Rose w'hat could be done if 
Ascot Park has to be abandoned and he departed 
for Los Angeles with a definite understanding on 
that point. To receive the sanction of the Pacific 
Jockey Club any new racing organization founded 
1) cater to Los Angeles patronage will have to be 
composed of men of goo<l reputation and amply 
aide to provide a first class racing plant and meet 
all financial obligations incurred. 

“Since last winter rehulldiug has gone on rap- 
idly at Sail Francisco ami many hotels of various 
glades are ready to entertain guests. In that re- 
spi'ct the facilities arc now ample to meet all de- 
mands comfortalily,’’ 

Ed C. Hopper, presiding judge at Oakland, was in 
Chicago yesterday renewing old acquaintances and 
looking extremely well. After a conference with 
president Thomas II. Williams, he departed last 
night for his home at Hustonville, Ky., to await 
the opening of the California racing season. 



LEXINGTON READY FOR THE RACES. 

Lexington. Ky., Septemlier 11. — Jwkeys will be 
plentiful here during the race meeting which opens 
Saturday. Jockeys Cherry, Griffith, Steele, G<iedlke, 
Fisher, Butler and Watson are here, while J. Lee, 
Hoidel, Ott, Pickeus, Martin, Walsh, Fox and 
Swain are expected to arrive here tonight or to- 
morrow. Secretary W. R. Letcher is getting the 
race track grounds in splendid condition for the 
meeting, and it will present the prettiest appear- 
ance since the revival of racing in this city.
